Last night, the CEC held fast to their 
request for eight per cent hike on 
salaries and two per cent hike in fringe 
benefits, while Mrs. Milligan held fast to 
the previous offer of six per cent total 
increase on salary and fringe benefits. 


House passes 
energy measure 


WASHINGTON (UPl) - The House 
has ended two weeks of floor debate by 
passing a bill aimed at reducing oil 
consumption by setting import quotas, 
penalizing wasteful users and giving tax 
breaks to those who save fuel. 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon, 
a 
chief 
ad m in istratio n 
energy 
spokesman, today dubbed the measure 
"a nothing bill." But its main sponsor. 
Rep. A1 Ullman, D-Ore., said the 
legislation "sets the nation on a gradual, 
long-range swing toward a new energy 
base, and away from our dependence on 
foreign oil.” 
Common Cause, the public interest 
organization, 
said 
the 
bill 
is 
"meaningless” and Rep. Sam Gibbons, 
D-Fla., said the measure "is about one 
ounce conservation and a barrel of 
lo(^)holes.” 
'The bill was passed and sent to the 
Senate Thursday on a near party line 
vote of 291 to 130. 
’The measure would: 
—Set oil import quotas at about the 
present level. 
—Tax some business uses of oil and 
natural gas. 
—Provide tax credits to encourage 
conversion to other energy sources. 
—Penalize makers of gas-inefficient 
cars. 
—Set up a trust fund for research. 
Simon, who was interviewed on the 
CBS Morning News, was asked what he 
thought about the House measure. 
"It’s a nothing bill,” he said. "It can 
just be classified as a funny thing 
happened on the way to setting an 
energy policy.” 
Simon said the struggle to encourage 
d o m estic 
oil 
p ro d u ctio n 
and 
conservation by gas and oil users should 
continue. 
"I think we should continue to strive, 
as the President has for the last six 
months, to get on with getting some 
coordination and cooperation in design­ 
ing an energy policy,” he said. 
Ullman, chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, said the House 
energy measure would save more than 2 
million barrels of oil per day by 1980 
—nearly double the amount Ford said 
could be saved under his plan.

Appeals board backs suspension 
of policeman censured by chief

Lompoc’s Personnel Appeals Board, last night, voted to 
sustain a three-day suspension meted out to a police officer, 
but asked that a report on the m atter be deleted from the 
man’s personnel file. 
The three-member board announced its recommendation 
after deliberating for about an hour on testimony taken 
during eight hours of hearings spread over two sessions. 


The case involved an appeal by William Landreth of 
disciplinary action meted out to him in January. Landreth 
was given a three-day suspension without pay as discipline 
for his handling of two cases. One case involved a 
department charge that Landreth had used unnecessary 
force in handling some juveniles, the other that he used 
unprofessional conduct in the handling of a shoplifting 
incident arrest. In the latter case, witnesses against 
Landreth charged that he tried to dissuade a market 
security officer from proceeding with a citizens arrest of a 
shoplifter. 
Landreth denied both charges. He filed an appeal against 
the suspension in January and then resigned from the 
department in February ending 2Mi year’s service. 


The appeals board sustained the disciplinary action of 
Police Chief J.D. Smith. 


Board 
chairman 
Tom 
Green 
summed 
up 
the 
recommendation after statements from fellow board 
members, John Silva and John Holoubek. It was a rare 
public action. Most personnel appeals actions are taken in 
private, but Landreth elected to have the hearing, the 
deliberation and the announcement in public as provided by 
state law. 
The composition of the board was also based on law. 
Three members were chosen from a list of six names. Silva 
was selected by Landreth; Green by the city administrator 
and Holoubek 1^ a vote of Green and Silva. 
Ironically two of the names on the personnel appeals 
board list were involved in one of the cases. One man whose 
name is on the list is the father of the youngster involved in 
the juvenile case and another is the father of a boy who was 
a witness in the case. It was agreed by all parties to pass up 
consideration of either man as a candidate to sit on 
Landreth’s appeal. 
The background information was revealed by city 
officials, and was not a part of the public hearing. 
In their public deliberation on the testimony, all three 
board members agreed with the contention that Landreth 
had used excessive force in handling the juvenile, all three 


Soviets deploy 50 
multiple warhead 
ICBMs in big step 


WASHINGTON lUPI) - The Soviet 
Union has deployed 50 giant SS19 
missiles which contain four to six 
nuclear warheads each. Defense Secre­ 
tary Jam es Schlesinger said today. 
"It has been deployed and it is 
operational,” Schlesinger told a news 
conference. He did not say, however, 
where the missiles were based. 
The statement indicated the Russians 
have taken a major step toward parity 
with the United States in the multiple- 
warhead field in becoming the second 
nation to deploy such missiles. 
The so-called MIRV missiles contain 
more than one warhead and each 
warhead can be independently set for 
different targets in flight. The Soviet 
Union has been testing such missiles for 
some time. 
The United SUtes has deployed 838 
MIRVed 
missiles 
in 
both 
ground 
launched 
and 
submarine 
launched 
missiles. 
"We will not allow our position in this 
area to become secondary,” Schlesinger 
said. 
He said deployment of MIRVs had 
been expected for some time and the 
Pentagon also has found the Soviet 
Union has "been making slightly better 


progress and has been anticipated” in 
increasing the accuracy of its missiles. 
Schlesinger also said that "we must 
anticipate 
that 
the 
SS19 
may 
successfully be deployed operationally 
on the basis of the facts to date." 
The SS19 may have either multiple or 
single warheads. He saki 10 were 
operational. 
It had been one of the problems facing 
U.S. negotiators at the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks and was considered by 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger and 
Soviet 
Communist 
leader 
Leonid 
Breshnev an important feature of the 
negotiations. 
"The 
United 
States 
intends 
to 
m aintain 
essential 
equivalent,” 
Schlesinger said. "I fuid it disappointing 
that both sides have been unsuccessful 
in 
avoiding 
the 
acquisition 
of 
counterforce capability.” 


Counterforce refers to the ability of 
one side to knock out the nuclear 
missiles of the other before it can be 
fired. This requires a high degree of 
accuracy and an extremely powerful 
atomic bomb to be able to destroy a 
missile 
in 
its 
heavily 
protected 
launching silo. 
Crime boss linked to 
CIA found executed 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Sam "Momo ” 
Giancano, 65, onetime Chicago crime 
syndicate chief named this year in an 
alleged CIA plot to assassinate Fidel 
Castro, was shot and killed Thursday 
night at his suburban Oak Park home. 
Police said Giancana, wearing a sport 
shirt and slacks, was found face up on 
the floor of his basement kitchen. He 
had been shot once in the mouth and five 
times in the neck by a small caliber gun. 
Oak Park police chief Wilbur Reichert 
said. 
The murder weapon was not located in 
the modest, tile roofed home but six 
empty .22 caliber shells were found on 


the kitchen floor. There was no sign of 
forced entry. 
Gangland 
assassins generally use 
heavier caliber 
weapons for 
their 
slayings and authorities expressed some 
doubt that Giancana was killed by 
professionals. 
There was no question his life was in 
danger. For the past year since his 
forced return to the United States from 
Mexico, Giancana had been under the 
subpoena of a grand jury looking into 
organized crime. Aside from the grand 
jury, he had lived the life of a recluse. 
A money clip contaming $1,400 in large 
bills was found on the body-

said the shoplifter should have been arrested immediately 
after the security officer set forth the facts and all three 
recommended that a report on the suspension and the case 
be removed from Landreth’s personnel file. 


Holoubek, said it was clear that Landreth was a highly 
intelligent and dedicated man and that the case report 
involving the appeal should not be included to permanently 
damage Landreth’s future employment possibilities. 


Landreth had asked that the report be deleted and that the 
three-day suspension be reversed. 
The most intense moments of the two-day hearing came 
during summation of the case by Atty. Jam es Huseman for 
Landreth and by city attorney Alan Davidson for the city. 


In his summation, Davidson said, "Landreth-is an 
intelligent man, but he doesn’t want to do things the 
department way.” Earlier, Davidson described the police 
department as a semi-miliUry organization and said there 
is "a right way, a wrong way and a department way.” "The 
man may be right,” Davidson told the board, "but we can’t 
have 30 officers pulling in different directions.” 


In his summation, Huseman charged that the allegation 
that the threeday suspension was intended to educate 
Landreth was "tantamount to surgery with a hatchet." 
Huseman said Smith really 
wanted to fire Landreth, 
because of some other issues, such as Landreth’s action in 
pressing charges that there was a morale problem in the 
police department but couldn’t justify it. "So he chose a 
suspension as the next best thing,’’ Huseman declared. 
Huseman said the discipline meted out to Landreth was 
out of proportion to disciplinary action against other 
officers and that it was really based on factors other than 
the two cases involved in the hearing. 


. Landreth stirred a storm of objections from Davidson 
when he took over the summation and injected what 
Davidson said was new testimony not previously entered 
into evidence. Green permitted Landreth to proceed, 
however. 
In his final statements, Landreth said he hadn’t used 
unnecessary force on the juvenile in question, and had not 
refused to arrest the shoplifter. Landreth said he had filed 
the appeal to restore his good reputation and concluded "1 
want my good name returned to me." 
In the end, the board found in favor of Smith and the city. 
Despite lavish praise for Landreth, the board members 
were unaimous in sustaining &nith and criticizing Landreth 
for his conduct in the two cases.

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Ford urges get tough crime plan

WASHINGTON (U PI > - Attorney General 
Edward H. Levi said today President Ford’s 
plan to guarantee prison terms for hard-core 
lawbreakers and crack down on organized 
crime would reduce the nation's crime rate. 
"It will work,” said Levi, who called the 
President’s sweeping proposals U> Congress 
Thursday' ‘courageous and strong. 
Ford called for changes in federal laws to 
provide mandatory prison sentences in some 
cases even if for short periods, high fines, 
payments up to 150,000 for victims, upgrading 
prisons, a degree of gun control and crackdown 
on organized crime. 
Judges would be given some discretion on 
mandatory sentences for major federal crimes 
But the President complained that many federal 
and state judges are too lenient with repeat 
lawbreakers. 
Ford and Levi emphasized that, even if 
Congress passes the new laws, federal jurisdic­ 
tion is very limited and the states must also 
crack down hard on murder, rape, robbery 
mugging and other crimes. 
Levi, the nation’s chief law enforcement 
officer, was asked if he was predicting that the 
proposed measures would reduce crime in the 
years ahead. 
"Yes, I do," he replied. "It’s influence over 
the nation can be very great. ” 
Levi was interviewed on the NBC Today show. 
The 
attorney 
general 
said 
mandatory 
sentences for major crimes and convicted 
persons with long criminal 
records are 
necessary. 
"The program has not linked to the idea of 
enormously long sentences,” Levi said, it is 
based on the idea that we’ll do much better by 


hastening the pace of the criminal procedure 
system 
—by 
having 
quick 
trials, 
quick 
sentences and sure sentences. 
"I think most of the learning on it now is that 
it is the feeling that the sentence will never be 
enforced that makes the criminal system so 
weak ” 
’ 
Levi said the Justice Department would also 
keep close tabs on criminals with long records 
and provide prosecutors throughout the country 
with the information. 
"Those are the kind of cases we should give 
priority to and push through the system. ” 
The President pulled no punches in urging 
Congress to pass a stronger federal criminal 
code and for the states to follow suit. 
He said the nation has been "far from 
successful in dealing with the sort of crime that 
obsesses America day and night —I mean street 
crime, crime that invades our neighborhoods 
and our homes — murders, roberies, rapes, 
muggings, holdups, breakins —the kind of brutal 
violence that make us fearful of strangers and 
afraid to go out at night 
"We are facing," Ford said, "a basic and very 
serious problem of disregard for the law 
He said the nation’s crime rate has more than 
doubled since 1960 and that a recent study 
estimated the actual number of crimes was 
three to five times more than reported to police. 
Ford said that while the federal government 
can set an example, enforce its own laws and 
provide leadership and assistance to the states, 
"the level of crime will not be substantially 
reduced unless state and local governments 
themselves enact strong measures ’ 
He asked Congress to enact a model criminal 
code that states could emulate and to give states 


and localities an additional $60 million a year 
for the next five years to focus on urban crime 
areas 


These were Ford’s major proposals to 
Congress for federal criminal laws: 


—Set mandatory prison sentences for those 
committing federal crimes using dangerous 
weapons, for those guilty of aircraft hijacking, 
kidnaping and trafficking in hard drugs, and for 
repeat offenders of violent crimes. The 
sentences need not be long, Ford said, but there 
should be no doubt in the minds of those who 
commit violent crimes that they will be sent to 
prison if convicted He will later send Congress 
proposed minumum sentences 
—Raise the present $10,000 limit for most 
federal criminal fines to $100,000 for individuals 
and $500,000 for organizations. 
—Provide compensation of up to $50,000 for 
victims of violent crimes. 
—Ford opposed federal registration of guns or 
gun owners. But he urged Congress ban the 
manufacture, assembly or sale of 
Saturday 
night specials’’ and make gun dealers take 
positive steps to verify the qualifications of gun 
purchasers. 
—Enact stronger laws against organized 
crime, including making it a crime for a person 
to control a racketeering syndicate or cover up 
such activities. 
—Build new prisons to replace some that are 
old, overcrowded and inhumane 
Attorney 
General Edward Levi said a $200 million 
construction program is under way. 
—Continue programs aimed at rehabilitating 
first offenders. 


Man sleeps for eight years, 
opens eyes in a new world 


SEYMOUR, Tex. (U PI) - Bobby Kennedy is 
dead, the Vietnam War is over, miniskirts arc 
out and country music is in. It’s all news to Gene 
Tipps. 
Tipps awoke from a fitful nap one afternoon 
and gazed around in amazement. 
He had been asleep for eight years 
It was a world very different from the one he 
left behind in 1967. His friends were all married, 
his family had grown and he was 28 years old. 
A car wreck in 1967 put him into a trance from 
which physicians said he would never recover. 
But a recent gall bladder operation jolted the 
latter-day Rip Van Winkle from his twilight 
slumber. 
Tipps has no knowledge of events or styles 
that have come and gone since he was a 
business student at Cisco Junior College. 
According to his mother, Mrs. O.E. Tipps, her 
son is, "mystified by the changes in fashions 
and hairdos 
"None of his friends look like they did eight 
years ago to him," says Mrs. Tipps, “ and he 
can’t get over that. And that music. It so 
different now than in 1967. More country and 
less rock. And his friends are all married and 
have kids —even his old girlfriends.” 
But for all the trauma involved in Gene Tipps’ 
recovery, his family is ecstatic. 
"I still can’t believe it —that he’s back. My 
Gene is back. I have no words to express the 
way I feel about his recovery. It’s a miracle.” 
Tipps’ doctors can offer no more earthly 
clues. 
"I haven’t been able to come up with an 
medical explanation for it, and neither have two 
neurosurgeons I’ve consulted about the case,’ 
says Dr C.M. Randal, a general practitioner 
who watched Tipps vegetate, unable to do much 


K iit ( p p H h im < u > lf 
"Back in 1967, Tipps and another boy were 
returning from a rodeo when the car in which 
they were riding ran out of control and hit a 
curb, throwing Gene out of the car and knocking 
him unconscious," Randal said. 
“ He was out for about three or four weeks and 
then he oegan a gradual comeback and got to 
where he could respond and could follow people 
with his eyes. 
"Then he settled into a state of lethargy. He 
became very lackadaisical. His friends came by 
to see him often for the first couple of years but 
he would turn over and face the wall and ignore 
them." 
Then, about four or five weeks ago, Tipps 
suffered an acute gall bladder inflammation 
which required surgery. 
"About the third day post operative," Randal 
said, “ he awoke from a nap and told his mother 
to go get a medical excuse.” 
According to Randal, Tipps said, ‘" I think I’ve 
been out for three or four weeks and I will need 
a medical excuse to get back in school.’ Well, 
Gene,’ she said, ‘you’ve been out longer than 
you think’." 
" ‘What year is it?’ he asked. She said, ‘1975.’ 
He said, ‘The last thing I remember it was 
1967."’ 
Randal says Tipps is still not completely 
normal, but is improving every day. He has 
trouble speaking because of an impediment 
caused by brain damage suffered in the wreck. 
As far as medical advice based on the case is 
concerned, Randal is very cautious. He says he 
is reluctant to lend false hope to anyone else 
suffering from the same type of amnesic 
condition. 
“ It was just a freak thing,” Randal said. “ It 
may never happen again." 


Mao in physical decline, 
Peking visitors relate 


HONG KONG (U PI) — Reports from diplomats in Peking and 
high-level visitors to China say the physical condition of 
Communist party Chairman Mao Tse-tung has deteriorated 
considerably in recent months. 
The reports say the worsening condition of Mao, who turned 81 
on December 26, has been causing concern among other top- 
ranking Chinese leaders. 
Mao still seems fairly alert, according to the reports, but there 
are times when his mind appears to wander and he seems unable 
to concentrate fully.

WASHINGTON (U PI > - De­ 
spite sharply higher gasoline 
prices, the cost of living index 
rose only 0.4 per cent in May, 
the Labor Department said 
today. The small increase was 
further evidence that the nation 
is making good progress in its 
fight against inflation. 
The Consumer Price Index 
was 9.5 per cent higher than a 
year ago. But over the short 
haul, price performance was 
much better, showing a 5 per 
cent rate of inflation during the 
last three months. 
The higher gasoline prices, 
apparently due to President 
Ford’s $2 a barrel tariff on 
imported oil, showed up at the 
gas pump as one cent higher 
per gallon than in April. 
The May price for regular 
gasoline was 55 cents a gallon 
in the average U.S. city and 
59.1 
cents per 
gallon for 
premium. 
The May increase was 0.2 per 
cent lower than April, when the 
index registered its biggest 
jump since January. 
The index stood at 159.3 
which meant that $100 worth of 
goods and services in 1967 cost 
$156.30 in May. 
Other 
item s 
with

significant influence on the 
index increase were used cars 
and meats. 
But the government’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics said it found 
broad declines, too. Prices 
were lower for sugar, cereal 
and 
bakery 
products, 
nonalcoholic beverages, dairy 
products, processed fruits and 
vegetables, and fats and oil 
products.

But they said orders 
for the last of the 1975s to be produced later this month and during 
July probably would be lost. 
Spokesmen for the four U.S. auto companies, which consider 
railroad cars an extension of their assembly lines, said Thursday a 
total rail strike would virtually halt all auto production within a 
week. 
Plenty of gas this 
summer# Zarb assures 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Despite a drop in gasoline stocks, 
Federal Energy Administrator Frank Zarb wants to assure 
Americans they will have plenty of gasoline this summer. 
Zarb said Thursday any news stones predicting a possible 
shortage were “ not checked out with proper authorities,” and he 
expressed concern they might touch off panic buying and create 
spot shortages 
"I want to assure the public that ... there should be enough 
gasoline for summer driving,” Zarb said, “ and the FEA will take 
proper steps to avoid any possible shortages.” 
He also attacked reports that gasoline prices could soar to 70 or 
80 cents a gallon. He said the second dollar of the import tariff, 
imposed June 1 by President Ford, will raise prices only 1.5 cents 
per gallon. “ Even including two or three cents per gallon for 
operating costs of those stations not charging the authorized limit 
under the law, the greatest increase for a gallon of gasoline would 
be five cents,” Zarb said. 
In an FEA statement, the energy chief indicated, however, he 
could not explain why U.S. refineries have been operating at 
reduced capacity —cutting gasoline output —at a tune when crude 
oil stocks are up by 5 per cent. 
"An FEA team ... has recently been querying every major oil 
company to determine the cause of the situation and why average 
oil refinery use is running at 80 to 85 per cent of capacity,” the 
statement said.

the first moves will be to summon the

Harrington, who starred in track at 
the University of Pennsylvania, said an 
initial report on the general organization 
of the nation’s amateur sports apparatus 
should be forthcoming in five months.

SACRAMENTO (U PI) - legislation making 
it a felony for all persons caught carrying a 
concealed firearm has been rejected by the 
Senate.

AMMAN. Jordan - The red, green 
and white nags of Jordan and Syria and 
the welcoming arches make a brave 
show 
in 
honor 
of 
visiting Syrian 
President Haafez el Assad A short time 
ago it was President Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt as the Arab nations seek unity in 
the face of the threat of still another 
Middle East war Jordan’s King Hussein 
is a key figure in this search. 
His 
country, 
dis­ 
membered after the 
1967 war with Israel, 
would be the first to 
be overrun, 
if not 
destroyed, in any new 
conflict 
with 
no 
possibility 
of 
neu­ 
trality. 
Not yet 40. the king 
repeatedly has shown 
his courage and his 
resolution in two wars with Israel and in 
a prolonged ordeal of civil strife with 
the Palestinian commndos that nearly 
brought down his rule. Dressed in a 


checked sport shirt open at the throat, in 
his modest office in his palace on a 
hilltop near the capital, he talked of his

True, Interior 
reports that as of now only two species 
are threatened, and they limited to the 
Florida

species of butterflies in the world, 700 of 
them in American — and this in not 
enough I once caught one in Australia 
with a wmgspan of six inches — and that 
was not big enough. No staller with a 
net, I for one believe the preservation of 
dead things morbid — but I am an awed 
spectator. 
For the student, 
the butterfly is of 
singular 
interest. 
Neither bird nor 
creeper, it nonetheless incorporates the 
most remarkable features of both — and 
then some Butterfly larvae account for 
a $500 million genuine silk industry, are 
left in the bottles of Mexican tequilla to 
signify authenticity, and in some species 
display color unexcelled in nature. 
Concerning this adult butterfly itself, it 
remains almost a fragile mystery: the 
wings do not move by muscles, but 
rather levers connected to the expansion 
and contraction of the thorax, and their 
coloring is only partly by pigmentation, 
the greater effect being created by 
arrangements of scales which create 
optical phenomena of reflection. 
This fragility, by the way, is not 
absolute. 
In 
great 
numbers 
even 
butterflies can be treacherous. There is 
a story, never authenticated, of a ship 
“attacked" by butterflies in 1919. The 
vessel, the S.S. Adler, was allegedly 
crossing the Persian Gulf heavy with 
cargo 
when 
enormous 
swarms 
of 
butterflies settled on the deck; their 
combined weight is said to have sunk the 
ship Yes? No? Scientists do say flocks 
of insects weigh in the tons. 
As for even greater mystery related to 
the fluttering things, I recall a personal 
incident in India some years ago. Walk­ 
ing through the old city of Dehli I was 
approached by a robed peddler selling 
live butterflies in tiny cages. The man, 
ancient, as are peddlers inevitably in 
bluish insect flew out — right to his ear, 
where it landed as if trained to do so. 
Then the peddler waved his hand in front 
of his face whereupon the butterfly 
floated off the one ear and onto another 
The old man said he came from a 
village 
where 
the 
butterfly 
was 
venerated. 
Where their killing was 
Qutlawe Where a mark of good fortune 
was a butterfly on the ledge. But how did 
he train the butterfly? Most do not live 
long enough to respond to anything save 
instinct. I told the old man I was 
dumbfounded, that 1 did not want to buy 
a butterfly but that I would pay him for 
his show. 


The

thing 
occurred. As I handed the man a small 
denomination note, he crumpled it up 
and tossed it into the air — where, 
honest, it became a butterfly and flew to 
his ear 


Magic? I believe in it, particularly 
where butterflies are concerned. Now 
anyway. 
Thus the news from the 
Interior Department stuns. One of the 
good things of life is fantasy, and the 
butterfly is just that, only that, nothing 
else. We don’t need its oil, its hide, its 
meat, only its fantasy — and we need 
that with increasing ardor. 


States, not only in the effort to find a 
Middle East settlement, but in arming 
Israel and in giving virtually unqualified 
support to the Israeli state In the event 
of another war, he wondered how far 
this might go.

sizeable 
share 
of

Jordanian 
population is Palestinian. Hussein has 
been remarkably patient under the 
rebuff, which is one reason he has won 
the confidence of other Arab leaders. 
Here is a king and a kingdom at a 
perilous crossroad between the war he 
knows so well and the peace he longs 
for. 


What is it 
really worth? 


Did you know that 1.5 million acres of offshore oil land 
worth in excess of $157 billion can be leased for only $21.6 
billion? That is, if you happen to be an oil company. 
This was the word from Washington this week where 
several California congressmen are sponsoring legislation 
which would prohibit the Interior Department from 
leasing those oil lands for so small a price. Rep. George 
Miller put it most succinctly: “ At a time when the 
government is running a $70 billion deficit, does it make 
sense to give away one of our richest natural resources? 
And 
especially 
when 
the difference between 
that 
resource’s worth and what is actually being paid for its 
extrication amounts to some $135 billion? 
We recognize that the oil under those tidelands is worth 
something only so long as it can be removed and made 
available for our use. If it stays in the ground, it is worth 
nothing. We also recognize that oil companies, both large 
and small, are the only source of the expertise and 
equipment with which to remove that resource from the 
earth. Which could imply that whatever the oil companies 
are willing to pay for those leases is all the tidelands are 
really worth, irrespective of the value of what lies beneath 
them. 


We suppose then that it’s really a question of simple 
supply and demand. The price will go up as the demand for 
domestic oil fields becomes more acute. And so long as oil 
companies can produce in other locations, and buy leases 
at lower prices, then we can only assume the oil 
companies won’t be willing to pay what California’s 
tideland oil might be worth. And if that is true, then why 
make the leases available at this time? Certainly the 
development of channel oil isn’t going to effect consumer 
fuel prices either now or in the future. Perhaps waiting for 
a time might also be more beneficial for that deficit 
mentioned earlier. 


It will be extremely interesting to see how Rep. Miller 
and his legislation fare before the combined onslaughts of 
the Interior Department and the oil companies, whose 
committments are already made, seemingly in spite of the 
fact that, in addition to the low price, a state coastal 
development plan still remains in the draft stage. We have 
to wonder about all the hurry.

Medical review 


There is no denying a need exists for 
legislation to cope with the malpractice 
crisis 
now faced 
by 
California 
physicians. Stopgap measures which 
have 
been 
rushed 
through 
the 
Legislature are no more than that. They 
neither solve the problem nor lay the 
foundation for its solution. And no one 
has pretended that the hasty measures 
will do more than buy some time for the 
development of reasonable long range 
remedies. 
Nowhere is the case for legislation of 
some kind made more clear than in an 
article by Peter R. Bouton in the current 
issue of the Santa Clara Lawyer. 
Bouton, an editor of the law review, 
reveals how the sincere efforts of the 
doctors to alleviate their malpractice 
problems ran afoul of existing laws 
governing 
insurance 
carriers 
responsibilities. He describes the efforts 
made in other states and summarizes 
the results. And, while he does not 
advance the theory of a statutory 
mediation board, his report leaves little 
room for any other conclusion. 
The program which seemed to be 
working for California physicians was 
the 
medical 
review 
committees 
established in more than 20 counties. 
Under 
this program a physician’s 
committee 
screened 
claims 
and 
determined whether the standard of 
care had been met. The results of their 
findings induced the insurance company 
to setUe or to litigate. In many cases the 
recommendations discouraged the filing 
of a suit. While the review committees 
findings were not binding upon either 
party, the insurance company relied 
upon decisions supporting a defendant 
doctor and thus rejected settlements. 
It was this practice of the insurance 
company which, in a case involving a 
Sacramento doctor, 
resulted in an 
appellate court decision that, as Bouton 
says, “may well have struck the death 
knell for the effective medical review 
committee.” 
For, relying upon the committee s 
findings 
that 
no 
foundation 
for 
malpractice 
existed 
the 
insurance 
com pany 
refused 
settlem en t. 
Subsequently, a jury found against the 
doctor with an award in excess of his 
insurance coverage. The doctor then 
sued the insurance company on grounds 


it neglected his best interests by 
refusing to settle. The appellate court 
ruled 
for 
the doctor 
holding 
the 
insurance company could not delegate 
its decision, on whether or not to settle, 
to the review committee. 
Although Bouton finds great fault with 
the court’s reasoning and its decision, 
the fact remains that the ruling stands 
in the way of any further effectiveness 
of the review panels. Until that decision, 
reviews had resulted in discouraging 46 
per cent of claims made and the 
settlement in 33 per cent of the claims. 
Of the remaining 20 per cent of the 
claims, although the panel found no 
evidence of malpractice, the plaintiffs 
went to trial with the result that 85 per 
cent of those were ruled against and 
only 15 per cent received favorable 


verdicts. 
Bouton 
compares 
the 
California 
medical review committees with review 
systems adopted in other states. Arizona 
has committees formed of doctors and 
lawyers, named by their respective 
associations. These have been critized 
as "to plaintiff oriented." New Jersey 
and New York have review committees 
administered 
by 
the 
courts.

composed of a judge, physician and 
public member. In all cases these 
panels, 
like 
California’s 
voluntary 
review committees, cannot bind the 
parties who are still free to go to trial. 
As Bouton reports, despite these 
various approaches, little has been 
achieved by way of stablizing the cost of 
malpractice insurance.
